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1. Claims 9,16,25-35 are under consideration. 

2. The rejection of claims 9,16,17 as provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-39 of copending Application No. 10/149915 for the reasons elaborated in the 
previous Office action is withdrawn in view of the terminal disclaimer filed 3/22/2005. 

3. The rejection of claims 9,16,17 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of U.S. 
Patent 6602510 for the reasons elaborated in the previous Office action is withdrawn in 
view of the terminal disclaimer filed 3/22/2005. 

4. The rejection of claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention for the reason elaborated in the previous Office 
Action is withdrawn in view of the cancellation of said claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 25-30,32-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

A) There is no support in the specification as originally filed for the composition of 
claim 25 which recites part ii). Regarding the lipid of part ii)(b), the cited passages of the 
specification disclose the use of lipids in pharmaceutical compositions, whilst the 
claimed invention is not drawn to a pharmaceutical composition and encompasses 
compositions other than a pharmaceutical composition. There is no support in the cited 
passages of the specification for the peptide of ii)(c). Regarding the specification, page 
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22, said passage is drawn to vaccines and the claimed invention is not a vaccine. 
Furthermore, said passage refers to "different antigenic determinants of the virus or 
tumor cells". There is also no support for the limitation of section ii) line 1 . There is no 
support in the specification as originally filed for claims 29 and 30 for similar reasons. 

B) There is no support in the specification as originally filed for the composition 
of claims 32-35. Regarding the specification, page 40, lines 9-14, said passage 
discloses an in vitro assay to determine whether a peptide can invoke a CTL wherein 
said assay uses a APC or dendritic cell. It does not disclose the claimed composition 
containing a APC or dendritic cell. 

There is no written description of the claimed inventions in the specification as originally 
filed (aka the claimed inventions constitute new matter). 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
